tary of State.
Washington. April 6..Senator F. M. jSimmons. of North Carolina. Joint

In the Senate, will vote for the repeal
of the clause In the carial act which
exempts American coastwise vessels
from payment of canal tolls, because
ne believes that It Is his duty to up-Ihold President Wilson ond Secretary of!
State P.iyan after they have thorough-'
ly studied the situation, and arrived
at the conclusion that the exemption jclaus e should be repealed. Senator
Simmons is also a member of the Sen-'
ate Committee on Interoeeanle Canals.'

Secretary of State entertains the views
expressed by the President upon this
subject.

".So that we have the President nnd
the Secretary of State.charged by tho
Constitution with the duty of repre-
(¦online this government in Its foreign
relations.agreeing with other govern
rnents In their construction of th*
treaty, and declaring to the world that
tli< exemption clause, which It is now
sought to repeal. Is In violation of
thle treaty and the obligations It Im¬
pose? upon up.
"Under these circumstances, I feel

that to refuse to repeal this clause of
the canal act. as recommended by the
President, chiefly upon the ground
that, in his opinion. It violates out
treaty obligations, would place this
government in a very embarrassing
and humiliating attitude before the
world, and J feci It Is my duty to vote
for tho repeal."
